has already been serious trouble along this line. ' In at leasl 
one Massachusetts town the gardeners have not only been pes- 
tered by petty pilfering-, but in some cases the stealing has beep 
conducted on such a scale that.teams, have been used lo.huul 
away (lie lool. , ' 
' 


Quite naturally, the victims of these raids are aroused, and 


it is comforting and'assuring to know, that the authorities 
stand squarely with them in the determination to put a stop 
to the vicious practice if such a thing is possible. One man 
who was haled'before a Massachusetts court the other day on 
the.charge of stealing from a garden pleaded guilty-and v/as 
sentenced to three months in the house of correction. Tlic 
justice who .imposed the'sentence1 took occasion at the -tiin'e 
to say that in his court no fmes'wiil be imposed for offenses of 
ibis character. Conviclio'ii will niean'a jail sentence in every 
case.

asks the co-operation of all garden owners in pulling a stop 
to thieving, operations. They are asked to'report (he names
